$100,000 NETTED STATE 
BY TAX AGENTS’ WORK 


/ 


Arrangements Are Being 
Made, It Is Understood, 
Whereby Commissions 
on Tobacco Collections 
Will Be Returned. 


Investigation in the executive de- 
partment and the offices of the 
state tax commissioner and comp- 
troller general yesterday showed 
that there had been no illegal col- 
lection of $60,000 of tobacco taxes 
of which arefund had been de- 
mandé¢d by merchants who had paid 
them to special tax agents appoint- 
ed by the governor. The back taxes 
paid by dealers in tobacco who were 
afterwards entitled to a refund, un- 
der a ruling made by Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright subsequent 
to their collection and wmodi- 
fying a ruling formerly made by 
the governor on the advice of the 
attorney general, amounts to just 
$8,125.94, according to the figures 
computed in the. executive depart- 
ment. 

A portion of this has already been 
refunded, and the balance will be 
refunded st as Soon as the neces- 
Sary investigations have been made 
by the tax collectors of the various 
counties to ascertain whether it 
should be returned. Not only is the 
money paid to the state being re- 
funded, but it is understood that 
arrangements are being made by 
the governor with the special tax 
agents for a refund of the amounts 
retained by them as commissions. 

Complication Results. 

The complication about these 
taxes came about in this way. From 
1909 down to and including 1918, 
the legislature levied a tax of $25 
each on dealers in cigarette tobavco 
and cigarette papers. When the 
governor appointed special tax 
agents to ferret out unpaid back 
tixes and collect them, it developed 
that a large number of dealers in 
cigarette tobacco had not been pay- 
ing th® tax for’ years. 

*The attorney general held 
that dealers in tobacco that was 
labeled. for cigarettes and pipes 
were liable to the tax. At a confer- 
ence held in the governor's office, 
attended by the governor, the 
comptroller. general, the state tax 
commissioner and the eight special 
tax agents, a written opinion from 
the attorney general was submitted, 
and the tax agents were according- 
ly instructed to go out and collect 
the tax. 

Later. the question was raised 
by the comptro@ler general’ that 
the legislature did not intend to 
levy a tax on all fine-cut tobacco, 
but only on tobacco smoked in 
cigarette form and on cigarette pa- 
pers. General Wright declared last 
night that such had been his posi- 
tion from the first, but that the

If YouWantEnd 


Of August Rains 


Atlanta Is Already Far 
‘Over Average Precipita- 
tion and Chances Are All 
Yearly Records Wil] 


Fall. . 


If Atlantans would be free of the 
rains which for sevén consecutive 
days have drenched georgette and 
bedraggled palm beach and pongee, 
and that have caused numerous 
other inconveniences, let them pray 
for a storm. Yes pray for a storm 
storm. 

Sounds paradoxical, doesn’t it? 

But C. V. von Herrmann, Atlanta's 
official weather man, is authority 
for the statement that the rains 
will continue until a severe wind- 
storm arrives. 

There are no indications of the 


approach of such a storm within the 
next few days, and Atlantans are 


warned to keep their umbrellas and 
rubbers tuned up and in form for 
active and continuous service. In 
the meantime, if Mr. von Herrmann 
is any judge or prophet, all rain- 
fall records for Atlanta are likely to 
be broken. ; 
Average Record Smashed. 

Although the normal annual pre- 
cipitation for Atlanta Ms but 49 
inches, with but two-thirds of the 
present year gone, the rainfall rec 


ord for 1920 had, up to last night, 
reached 52 inches, and Mr. von-Herr- 


mann believes there is every likeli- 
hood of the 1912 record, of 64 inches, 
being broken before Christmas. 
There has been almost one-third 
more rainfall here this year to date 
than during the same period in 1919, 
figures showing a precipitation of 
38.15 for last year, compared to 52 
inches to date. 

Mr. von Herrmann enlightens 
those who cannot understand why 
they should be treated to such a 
constant deluge as has descended 
upon the city daily for a week, by 
pointing out that there has been 
little or no wind disturbance to 
drive away the water-laden clouds 
which are ranging over Atlanta and 
the entire cotton district. These 
clouds, usually on the move and 
impartial with their showers, are 
suspended almost stationary over 
Atlanta and the southeastern sec- 
tion of the United States. In other 
words, the same old flock of clouds 
can be blamed for the daily showers 
and fast growing clothes’ pressing 
bill. 


Must Have Wind. 

It was pointed out yesterday at 
the United States weather bureau 
that of the sixteen days already 
passed in August, but six have 
failed to be marked by a shower 
or heavy downpour, Mr. von Herr- 
mann doesn’t seem to think that 
the citizen who is worrying shout’ 
the status of the weather has much 
reason for concern because of the 
recen heavy precipitation. 

“Folks are inclined to be a bit 
forgetful about the Weather,” he 
Says. “If they will remember back 
in July, 1916, it raiMed for 25 con- 
Secutive days. There is not much 
likelihood of such a recurrence now, 
but no one can tell, for we may 
have another day or two of rain. 
and, if tha proper breeze does not 


appear, we may have a daily down- 
pour the remainder of the month.” 

Precipitation figures for 1919, 
were 60.17, and it will not be diffi- 
cult, at the present rate, for 1920 to 
raise this mark. There has been §& 
incheg of rainfall here this month, 
compared to less than 4 inches for 
all of last August. While this rain- 
fall gecord is ascending for Atlanta, 
the temperature has been below 
normal.

Suffragiats Lose Votes, 

Both suffrage and opposition 
workers tonight confirmed reports 
that five of the seven members of 
the Davidson county (Nashville) del- 
egation pledged to suffrage had gone 
over to the opposition.

er powers than the United States. 
Settlement of disputes between the 
two companies by arbitration ig 
provided for as is revision of the 
contract in the event the laws of 
either country should require. 

Passenger service between the 
United States and Germany is to be 
established within one year, the 
American corporation agreeing to 
supply passenger ships not exceed- 
ing 40,000 gross tons, to which the 
Hamburg-American line cannot add 
unless it is agreed that the busi- 
ness warrants an addition. In that 
case the German company may add 
ships until it has 50 per cent of 
the vessels in the service. 

German Technical Knowledge. 

In the design and tonstruction of 
passenger ships the Hambureg- 
American line will give the Ameri- 
can corporation all the technical 
knowledge and experience at its 
disposal. : 

Each party may supply half the 
tonnage for freight service between 
the United States and Germany, but 
if the Hamburg-American line has 
not the tonnage for its half the 
American company may supply it. 
Rates on east bound traffic are to 
be fixed by the American Ship and 
Commerce corporation and on west- 
bound traffic by the Hamburg- 


American line. 
Freight services between Ger- 


many and countries other than the 
United States are to be taken up 
independently, the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican line to propose each service 
which the American Ship and Com- 
merce corporation may accept or 
not as it chooses. If the American 
concern chooses to enter a given 
service, each party may put in one- 
half of the tonnage required. The 
American Ship and Commerce cor- 
poration may suggest that any 
service be proposed if the proposi- 
tion is not made by the Hamburg- 
American line. 

Because certain ships amounting 
to about 185,000 tons were ordered 
prior to the agreement, the Ham- 
burg-American liné reserves the

It is stated at the state depart- 
ment today that a few Americans 
were at other points on the Baltic, 
and that the nearnesss of bolshevik 
activities in the Baltic states had 
made it. important that some protec- 
tion be within their reach. Some 
of them are officials of this gov- 
ernment Sent to observe the situa- 
tion in that part of the world, and 
others are commerical representa- 
tives, endeavoring to establish 
business relations with the anti-bol- 
shevik states and their nationals. 

United States and Wrangel. 


There still was no indication to-« 
day that the American government 
was sériously considering recogni- 
tion of General Wrangel, anti-bol- 
shevik leader in south Russia.

Cleveland, Ohio, August 16.—The 
bituminous coal operators of the 
central competitive field in réfus- 
ing.the miners’ demands for-a $2 
a day increase for day and monthly 
men and 10 cents a ton for pick 
and machine mining this morning, 
offered the miners a _ proposition 
agreeing to correct the ‘seeming 
inequality of the. present contract 
by advamcing the wages of the day 
and monthly men the equivalent of 
the coal imission’s --ward fo the 
pick miners giving the -day and 
monthky men an increase estimated 
at from 85 to 72 cents a day. 

The operators will consider no 
other demands made by the min- 
ers, including the 10 cents per ton 
asked for pick and machine mining. 

On receipt of the operators’ pro- 
posal, the miners promptly rejected 
it and a subcommittee of the joint 
seale c ittee was appointed to 
try»and feach a settlement. 

After adjourtiment tonight, mem- 
bers of the subcommittee said there 
was little to indicate any immediate 
settlement of the matter. 

, It became kngwn today the fed- 
eral government is watching tha 
meeting here, a local representa- 
tive of the department of justie¢e, 
admitting that he was watching the

GOV. COX DENIES 
SENDING AN AGENT 
TONORTH CAROLINA 


Raleigh, N. C., August 16.—tead- 


ers of both factions jin. the fight 
over suffrage ratification tighten- 
ed their lines tonight preparatory 
to the first test of strength tomor- 
row when the upper house of the 
North Carolina legislature is 
scheduled to begin consideration ot 
the suffrage issue. 

The extraordinary session recon- 
vened tonight after a recess since 
Saturday. It occupied its time 
with local measures. But discus- 
sion of the probable senate action 
on suffrage tomorrow ‘was heard 
more frequently under os state 
house dome and mM the hotel lob- 
bies than the question on which 
the legislators were voting. 

Both sides claimed victory but 
admitted the vote would be close. 
Suffrage supporters were confi- 
dent of success in the senate and 
counted om the vote there to de- 
velope strength in the house. 

Working on Legislators. 

The anti-suffrage group 


wise was busy in attempts to 
swing a few votes their way in 
the senate. States’ rights defend- 
ers were active and the ants 
were given new backing during the 
day by the arrival of State Senator 
George Frick of Maryland. Sen- 
ator Frick has been at Nashville 
watching the contest there and was 
also at Wheeling, W. Va. when 
that state ratified. 

Representative W. W. Neal re- 
turned to Raleigh tonight, but de- 
nied he had been on a mission to 
Nashville as a bearer of a message 
to the suffrage. opponents in the 
lower house of the Tennessee legis- 
lature. Mr. Neal had been absent 
from this city since Friday. ile 
said he had been to his home in 
McDowell county, which is on che 
Carolina-Tennessee border. 

Reports that Governor Cox, the 
democratic presidential nominee, 
had sent a personal representative 
here to aid secretly in defeating the 
suffrage ratification were denied in 
a statement issued by suffrage 
headquarters. The statement in- 
cluded a telegram from the nominee 
in which he declared there was 
“not a word of truth” in the re- 
ports. “There is not a word of truth 
in the reports,” the telegram said, 
“that I have sent a private emis- 
sary to work against ratification 
of suffrage in North Carolina.” 

Suffrage leaders believe the mes- 
sages had effectually had dispersed 
rumors which they described as 
“ugly” and which were causing 
much discussion regarding the can- 
didate’s actual position on the ques- 
tion.

Antis Take Offensive. 

Suffrage opponents took the of- 
fensive in the contest over ratifica- 
tion with the introduction late this 
afternoon of a resolution to reject 
the federal woman's suffrage 
amendment. The rejectionist meas- 
ure was brought into the lower 
house by Representative Grier, dem- 
ocrat. 

No comment accompanted intro- 
duction of the resolution, ane it was 
referred to a committee !mmedl- 
ately. : 

Meanwhile the senate, tn anticipa- 
tion of a close, bitter fight, when 
the suffrage question comes up to- 
morrow, was making plans "to di- 
vide both the floor and the gal- 
Jeries, the suffrage supporters to 
oceupy one side and the opponents 
the other.” 

There was no Webate on the mo- 
tion which was made by Senator 
Warren, floor leader of -the antli- 
suffragists, but its adoption was 
accompanied by chuckles from 
members. Senator Warren offered 
no explanation of his motion which 
sets aside the west half of the 
chamber and galleries above it for 
occupancy of the antis and the east 
side for suffrage supporters. 

Numerous telegrams, both for 
and against ratification, were re- 
ceived by Speaker Brummitt, or the 
house, and Lieutenant Governor 
Gardner tonight. Among @hem was 
a message from Speaker Walker, of 
the Tennessee house, to Mr. Brum- 
mitt, urging that the North Caro- 
lina legislature refuse to approve 
federal suffrage. 

“Tl will refer all of these to the 
proper committee,” Mr, Brummitt 
said. “The North Carolina legisla- 
ture Will dispose of this question 
as it sees fit without outside inter- 
ference.”

SOME EDUCATION. 


Stanley, aged 14, and his sister, 
Dorothy. aged 14, graduated inthe 
same class from grammar school. 


1} Stanley had dropped back a year 


because of an attack of St. Vitus’ 
ddnce, from which he had made a 
perfect recovery in the usual time, 
under the regular observation and 
care of the family doctor. He was a 
fine type of boy ard his sister was 
a birght, healthy girl with fine 
rospects. Their parents weie just- 
y proud of them and meant to give 
them the best of deucations, each in 
his own preferred direction. They 
had attended the best: school in a 
city of 200,000 population. Yet the 
training in that school was pretty 
punk. 

The graduating class, together 
with a few teachers, went off for a 
class day picnic, which included a 
ride by boat. While waiting on a 
little out-of-the-way landing for 
the boat ‘to pick them up in the 
evening, Dorothy somehow fell off 
the landing into deep water.| Doro- 
thy could not swim. And it seemed 
that no One else in the little party, 
not even the teachers, could swim. 
A pretty state of affairs, for pre- 
sumably educated people. 

Well, Stanley plunged in to the 
rescue of his sister, like the little 
man he was. He even reached her 
side and endeavored to support her. 
But in the struggle she clasped him 
about the neck and while everybody 
screamed and bustled about on the 
landing in the settling gloom, Doro- 
thy and Stanley drowned—not ten 
feet from the shure. 

Nearly ten minutes later two au- 
tomobiles came along. In one was a 
man and his wife and children. The 
man heard the cries of the people 
on the landing and, being a swim- 
mer, he promptly dived and brought 
up Dorothy’s body. In the class 
was one boy who had been trained 
as a Boy Scout to administer first 
aid to the drowned. This boy im— 
mediately began the best resuscita-— 
tion that could possibly have been 
applied, namely, artificial respira- 
tion by the prone-pressure or Schaf- 
fer method. But any small chance 
there may have been to revive the 
spark of life—and there is always 
a chance if submersion has not ex- 
ceeded fifteen minutes—was ruth- 
lessly brushed away by the grown- 
ups, who insisted on taking charge, 
against the boy’s mild remon-— 
strance and attempting to “roll the 
body on a barrel.” 

Now, isn’t it passing strange that 
presumably intelligent people 
should be utterly unfit to be of any 
service in an emergency: like that? 
And isn’t it stranger yet to gradu- 
ate boys and girls from school who 
cannot, swim a stroke and whose 
“education” fits them only to stand 
idly by, or worse, to interfere and 
obstruct, while a struggle to save 
life is being fought? 

There are a lot of poor things !n 
most cities. Conducting schools 
which purport to be fine schools, 
but which have neither gymnasium 
nor swimming pool, is one of them. 

Education is pretty much a high- 
brow proposition even today, when 
pedagogy prides itself on its prac- 
tical value as a preparation for life.

Washington, August 16.—Terms 
on whioh the shipping board fleet 
of:-more than 1,200 steel vessels ap- 
proximating 5,000,000 deadweight 
tons, is to be sold to private inter- 
ests under the pew merchant marine 
act were announced today by Chair- 
man Benson. 


Bids for the vessels will be en- 
tertained as they stand, the chair- 
man said, ,at minimum prices of 
$160 a deadweight ton for coal 
burners and $170 a deadweight ton 
for oil burners built on the Great 
Lakes to $175 for coal burners and 
$185 for oil-burning vessels of over 
10,000 deadweight tons, 

Terms of sale call for 10 per cent 
of the purchase price in cash upon 
delivery, installments of 5 per cent 
in six, twelve, eighteen ang twenty- 
four months thereafter, and the re- 
maining 70 per cent in equal semi- 
annual installments over a veriod 
of ten years. Deferred payments 
are to carry 5 per cent interest. *De- 
duction for depreciation is allowed 
at the rate of 6 per cent for the 
setond year of the vessel's age and 
5 per cent for each succeeding year 
up to the date of purchase, 

Purchasers of the ships will be 
required to deposit all revenues de- 
rived from their operation in super- 
vised accounts, from which the de- 
ferred installments are to be paid. 
After payment of current inSstall- 
ments purchasers are permitted to 
take from the proceeds of operation 
an amount not exceeding 15 per 
cent of paid-up installments as a 
dividend . on the investment.

SHORTAGE OF COAL 
THREATENS CITY 


Immediate Relief Meas- 
ures Necessary to Avert 
Serious Condition in At- 
lanta, Committee Says. 


Uuless immediate relief measures 
are taken, Atlanta will enter the 
winter months with a serious coal 
shortage, which can be cifcumvent- 
ed only by full production at the 


mines and ability on the part of 
the railroads to deliver in ‘accord- 
ance with the city’s demands, it 
was brought out in a statement 
made Monday by H. B. Kennedy, 
former Atlanta fuel administrator, 
and now chairman of the co-opera- 
tive coal committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. 

This committee has been inves- 
tigating the coal situation and has 
discovered .that through July the 
bituminous mines had produced 
500,000 tons over the production 
for the first seven months of 1919. 
The committee's opinion, according 
to Mr. Kennedy with. regard to 
this supply, is that it went into 
distribution’ in other sections of 
the country and that not a@ great 
deal of it was exported. 

A warning has been 
against the developement of panicky 
feeling in the city concerning the 
Situation, aS well as an exhortation 
to calm survey of the situation and 
co-operation with the coal board 
toward the end of finding a remedy 
for the present condition which 
finds coal yards of the city far 
short of the usual number of tons 
they accumulate during the summer 
months for winter distribution.

Seldom does major league base- 
ball produce a situation ag honest- 
ly dramatic and intense as the se- 
ries now in progress at the Polo 
grounds, It js the hope of such a 
Situation that makes patient life- 
long fans out of Americans. It is 
the type of situation that the base- 
ball fiction writer imagines for the 
crisis of his story. It is a ninth- 
inning sort of situation with two 
on, two out, the tying run on third 
and the only girl in the grandstand 
as the hero steps to bat. It is the 
sort of situation you would cite in 
attempting to explain to an Eng- 
lishman why we like baseball. 

Monday more than 20,000 men and 
women in this rusned “city took a 
day off from worrying about the 
high cost of liying and the Polish 
situation, braved a threatening rain 
and went to the Polo grounds 
see the situation develop.

“Babe” Is Helpless. 


They saw their adored and usual- 
ly mighty Babe Ruth stalk up to 
the plate, looking like a two-legged 
buffalo bull, swing wickedly § at 
the slim Coveleskie’s shoots and 
stalk angrily back to the bench 
empty of accomplishment, and they 
even loved that, because love of 
seeing the very mighty tripped up 
by one from the weaker herd is a 
basic American characteristic. 

They saw the Yankees come _ to 
life in the ninth inning, four runs 
behind, batter three counts across 
the plate and lose by an eyelash 
with the tying run on base, and 
they loved it, because love of see- 
ing an apparently beaten force’ 
rise unexpectedly and fight to the 
end is a basic American character- 
istic. In the end they saw the 
home team lose and went their 
ways in happinyss, because they 
had seen two great teams put up 
a great battle for advantage in the 
race for the world’s series gold.

oourse, I speeded up my wallop. 

It must have done me some good, 
batting list next year with an aver- 
age of 325. I had pounded my way 


in 1916. That 1916 record was cer- 
tainly a+ bad: slump, because in 1915 
I had hit~.315 for ¢ighth place vin 
the season’s batting honors. So 
they do come back sometimes, don’t 
they? , 

Altogether, 1917 was en encourag- 
ing year. As a pitcher, I finished 
ninth, with an avérage of 2.02 earn- 
ed runs per gamé, but I fielded .984 
with only two errors, while the Red 
Sox finished the season with a elub 
felditg average of .972, leading the 
league, Safely ahead of the White 
Sox who won the pennant and then 
beat McGraw’s Giants far the 
world’s championship. 

That average of .325 with the bat, 
of which I have just written, in- 
cluded only two homers, three three- 
baggers a"@ half a dozen two-sack- 
ers. I was at bat 123 times for forty 
hits and fourteen runs in fifty-two 
games. You see I still was unable 
to put over the four-base cleut as 
I wanted to, although I felt sure I 
had it in my eye and my bat. They 
weren’t knocking many homers that 
year. Ty Cobb, who led the league 
in batting with .383, got only seven, 
and George Sislern, who took an 
average of 253 in 135 games, had 
onty two. Tris Speaker himself cor- 
ralled only a pair. Bobby Veach, of 
Detroit, hung up eight and Wally 
Pipp, of the Yanks, my . present 
a had nine, the highest of 
all. 

Here’s a funny thing: Eddie Ci- 
cotte and I were tied for second hon- 
ors in the number of straight wins 
in 1917. We each had a winning 
Streak of eight games. Now Reb 
Russell, a colleague of Cicotte’s on 
the White Sox, turned me back on 
May 18, when I was trying for a 
ninth straight win, and I didn’t get 
back at him till September 24, when 
the Rebel came along with a win- 
ning streak of seven straights be- 
hind him. I remembered how the 
Rebel had spoiled my nice row of 
wins and I up and threw him back 
when he was fighting for his eighth 
Straight victory. It was a good- 
natured battle and we’ve often talk- 
ed it over. Of course, the White Sox 
pitchers had some wonderful win- 
ning fits in the 1917 season, and 
they had to have them in order to 
win the pennant. Cicotte had a sec- 
ond Successful run of seven straights 
and he came back later with six in 
arow. My eight wins were my first 
eight outs of the season, and it 
looked as though I was’7 going to 
gallop down the line for a record of 
some kind. No such luck. Walter 
Johnson, the best of them all, won 
nine in a string. Some boy, tbat 
Walter, and I think he’s as good Yo- 
day as he ever was. 

After this season had been hun 
out to cure in the record books, 
discovered one thing which had been 
overlooked by most of the figurers. 
It wasn't so very important on the 
ball field, but it gave me a couple 
of laughs to learn that my average 
of games won during all my career 
in professional baseball was the 
highest in the league. It totaled 
ninety-eight games pitched, of 
which 1 lost thirty-two for a mark 
of .673. Joe Wood, formerly of the 
Red Sox, but then with Cleveland, 
was just a shade behind me with 
fiftv-seven games lost out of a total 
of 170 starts. His average wae .672. 

Of course, this sounds fine, but, 
as some other author has observed 
before me, “it don’t mean anything.” 

I’ve always been sorry about a 
little trouble I had in our own park 
in 1917 with “Brick” Owens, the um- 
pire. He had ordered me off: the 
field in the first inning after a little 
argument and I forgot all about 
3rother Matthias and took a smash 
at him. It looked pretty bad for me, 
and I was afraid that Ban Johnson 
mizht ride me out of the league, be- 
cause that sort of thing is all wrong. 
TI knew it as well aS anyone else. 
You bet I was relieved when Ban 
considered my, youth and let me off 
with a fine of $100, which I paid in 
time to return to the game a week 
later. 

There’s one moral I’d like to draw 
from this for the benefit of young 
players coming up, and that is, the 
punch belongs in the balk game, not 
on the umpire’s nose?

-number. He struck out two, and I 
doubled his mark, with four to my 
eredit. The dodgers collected six 
hits and we had only one more than 
that. 

In the league season Carrigan 
oat me in forty-four games and 

won twenty-three of them, being 
charged with the loss of twelve. For 
the entire league schedule I gave an 
average of 1.75 earned runs per 

ame, topping Eddie Cicotte, of the 

hite Sox, the second man on the 
list, who gave 1.78. All told, during 
the year 1,146 batters faced me, and 
of these I struck out 170. Myers, of 
Philadelphia, was the only pitcher 
who struck out more men than I 
did. He whiffed 182 batters, but he

At bat, however, the season of 
1916 was the poorest of my major 
leaguegareer. My average was only

AS a pitcher 
I had reason to feel’ satisfied, but 
my poor showing at the bat gave me 
a whole lot to worry about, because 
I knew I was just missing balls and 
bouquets by the width of a gnat's 
eyelash.

The wer . was in my swing all 
right, because when I hit them they 
sure did go, and I had three three- 
baggers and. five Woubles to prove it.

Water, Water Everywhere, 

The. river .began to rise on 
Thursday, and by Saturday after- 
noon the road from tne main high- 
Way to the coiony of Vacationists 
was several feet under water. At- 
jantans Who had =~obrought § their 
laundry and week-end provisions 
from tne city in automobiles, were 
torced to abandon their cars at the 
briage, and, with arms heavity 
laden, make a circuitous climb over 
the thickiy-underbrushed bluff, and 
approach their reside@ces from the 
high and dry side.

The percent- 
age is growing higher ‘from week 
to week, he added. 

According to the r@tords of the 
New York office, the Chairman said 
in 1917 only 10 per cent of the men 
below the grade of officer placed on 
shipping boaTd vessels were Amer- 
icans, while during the past six 
months the average had been 65.7 
per cent. 

“The time has now come when 
our American merchant marine 
Should be put on a peace footing 
and every effort should be made 
to increase the proportion of 
American citizens in its employ- 
ment,” Chairman Benson said. “It 
is not the intention to delay op- 
erations or to cripple vessels for 
lack of American crews, but it is 
important that as fast as possi- 
ble all foreigners should be  re- 
placed by Americans,”

London, August 16.—Paragraphs 
in the newspapers, recently, con- 
sidered by some to have been in- 
spired, had led the public to expect 
some new declarations of policy 
tokward Irelandin the house of com- 
mons today by the premier or Mr. 
Bonar Law, on the lines of dominion 
rule, but this expectation met with 
disappointment.

Cork, Ireland, August 16.—Ter- 
rance MacSweeney, lord mayor of 
Cork, was today found guilty by 
court-martial] of having under his 
control the secret police cipher. 
Sentence will be imposed later. 

Mayor MacSweney was weak when 
called before the court as a result 
of his refusal to take food at the 
prison. He said: “I am the lord 
mayor of this city and its chief 
magistrate. I declare this court jl- 
legal and those taking part in it 
liable to arrest under the laws of 
the Irish republic.”

While the discussions of the past 
week on the situation growing out 
prof the advance of the bolshevik 
forces into Poland have been based 
upon the possibility of the Russians 
capturing Warsaw, there was in the 
background the hope, at least, that 
an armistice might be effected be- 
fore the city actually fell. Now

STATE DEPT. DOUBTS 
HUN-RED ALLIANGE

Washington, August 16.—Disqui- 
eting stories to the effect that an 
alliance between Germany anu so- 
viet Russia is imminent if not an 
accomplished fact by reason of a 
secret treaty, are considerably dis- 
counted by the American depart- 
ment of state. 

. Despite the: conclusions to be 
drawn from the red lines on the 
war department maps showing the 
day-by-day advance, on the bol- 
Shevist army against the Poles, 
whereby it can be seen that that 
part of Germany cut off from the 
fatherland by the Dantzig corridor 
is being scrupulously respected by 
the Russians, despite apvrarently 
circumstantial stories to the effect 
that the bolshevist armies are Ger- 
man officered in considerable meas- 
ure; despite the assertion from well- 
informed neutral sources that none 
other than General Erich von Lu- 
dendorff is the brains behind the 
whole bolshevist offensive—this, 
too, in view of Ludendorff’s now 
famous memorandum on the Polish 
Situation and his cynical half-offer 
of help to her at the price of her 
surrendering many of her hard-won 
advantages—this government's dip- 
lomatic representatives see nothing 
Ominous in the situation. 

Thinks’ Better of Germany. 

As one high official put it, this 
government considers there is too 
much common sense, too much sta- 
bility left in the German govern- 
ment and people, even after the 
shape-up caused by the kKaiser’s 
flight, the rout of their armies and 
the surrender of their fleet, to al- 
low them to countenance joining 
hands with a power whose rulers, 
to quote the Wilson-Colby note of 
last week, “have frequently and 
openly boasted that they are will- 
ing to sign agreements and under- 
takings with foreign powers while 
not having the slightest intention 
of observing such undertakings or 
carrying out such agreements.” 

Besides, the goavernment’s in- 
terpreters argue, the Germans at 
this particular time, with the allied 
army of occupation on their backs 
along the Rhine, are not gbing to 
make any move in the east which 
might bring-about a second occu- 
pation of the Ruhr valley of the 
west. Unrepe@dant as Germany un- 
doubtedly.is, she is not, in the state 
department’s view, prepared to an- 
tagonize the allies by espousing the 
cause of the allies’ present common 
scourge, the soviet government of 
Russia. 

Red Sentiment in Germany. 

The state -department concedes 
that the bolshevist sentiment in 
Germany is to be reckoned with; 
that Russian bolshevist successes in 
the field help to hold up ap alluring 
prospect to Germany that by clasp- 
ng hands with the reds she might 
be able to throw off the allied yoke 
and undo the work of the Versailles 
treaty; that it would bebut natura] 
for Germany at this time to look to 
the east for succor, in furtherance 


there is little doubt that the bol- 
sheviks will carry on such peace 
negotiations as they may enter into 
from the seat of the Polish govern- 
ment, 

Chief Thought of Allies. 

The supreme thought of the allies 
is, first, to preserve the state of 
Poland. And, from their position as 
victors in a war, which they claim 
was initiated by the Poles, the bol- 
sheviks may be expected to attempt 
Stringent terms in return for the 
release of Polish territory. 

There is also increasing concern 
Over the assertions from such 
French authorities as former Pres- 
ident Poincare, that secret agree- 
ments exist between the bolsheviks 
and the German government. These 
claims, while officially denied by 
Berlin, were given added weight by 
dispatches asserting that upon cap- 
turing Soldau the bolsheviks hoist- 
ed the German flag, instead of their 
own, and declared that the Soldau 
district would never again be 
Polish. The bolshevik commander is 
declared to have asserted that his 
government recognized only the 
boundaries of 1914.
